BACH (JOHANN SEBASTIAN) 


BACH: Goldberg Variations (Aria and 30 Varta- 
tions). Wanda Landowska (harpsichord). Six 12" 
records in Set УМ-10224; price complete with album 
$7.08. 

Wanda Landowska's recent re-recording of the mon- 
umental Goldberg Variations has not been received as we 
go to press, so will be reviewed in a forthcoming issue. 


BAX (SIR ARNOLD) 


BAX: Symphony No. 3. Hallé Oxhestra conducted 
by John Barbirolli. Six 12” imported records, Nos. 
G-C3380/5; price $12.60. (Also a few automatic 
sets available.) 

Of the seven published symphonies by Sir Arnold 

Bax, this, the Third, dating from 1928-29, is the first to 

make its appearance on records, It is one of his most 

popular works in England, and it is safe to assume that 
22-2 S this recording will extend that popularity to this country. 
4 Somewhat rhapsodic in character, it employs pages 
of strenuous virility contrasted with the rapturous serenity 
of the slow movement and the Epilogue to create mom- 
ents of real excitement for the listener. Scored for an 





unusually large orchestra, the details of the instrumenta- 
tion are revealed with clarity and balance. 

Supervised by the composer, and recorded under 
the auspices of the British Council, this performance by 
the Hallé Orchestra conducted by John Barbirolli is one 
of authority and beauty. Both the recording and the 
surfaces are of first quality. 

Quantities are limited at the present time. 


BEETHOVEN (LUDWIG VAN) 


BEETHOVEN: Concerto No. 3 in C minor, Op. 57 
for piano & orchestra. Artur Rubinstein (piano) & 
NBC Symphony Orchestra conducted by Arturo 
Toscanini. Four 12” records (8 sides) in Set VM- 
10164: price complete with album $4.72. 


On October 29, 1944 Rubinstein and Toscanini with 
the NBC Symphony Orchestra performed the Beethoven 
Piano Concerto No. 3 over a nation-wide network. So 
enthusiastic were the performers over a recording of the 
broadcast, it was decided to release this memorable per- 
formance to the public. It has not been received by our 
press deadline, however, so it will be reviewed іп а 
forthcoming issue. 
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BEETHOVEN: Symphony No. 9 in D minor, Op. 
125 ("Choral"). Stella Roman (soprano), Enid 
Szantho (contralto), Frederick Jagel (tenor), 
Nicolo Moscona (bass), Westminster Choir (Con- 
ductor: John Finley Williamson) (sung in Ger- 
man) & Philadelphia Orchestra conducted by 
Eugene Ormandy. Eight 12” records (16 sides) in 
Set CM-591}; price complete with album $8.93. 

Columbia's new release is notable as the first domes- 
tic recording in German of Beethoven's Ninth Symphony, 
and, in fact, the first recording in many years. Over this 
last symphony of Beethoven there has been much dis- 
agreement among musicians; some esteem it as the high 
point in all symphonic writing, others regard it as one 
of the most magnificent failures. Whatever the attitude, 
‘one cannot help but be deeply moved by this dramatic 
reading of Eugene Ormandy. 

The soloists easily negotiate the difficultly written 
vocal passages in the final Ode to Joy, a setting of 
Schiller's poem of that name. Notable for its precision 
end clarity, the Westminster Choir under the direction 
of John Finley Williamson provides a well-integrated 
choral background. 

‘The tremendous impact of this large-scale work is 
effectively captured by the recording surfaces. 


BELLINI (VINCENZO) 


BELLINI: Norma-Mira, о Norma. Ztnka Milanov & 
Margaret Harshaw (soprano & contralto in Italian) 
& Victor Orchestra conducted by Frieder Weiss- 
ER 12" record (2 sides), No. V-11-8744; price 
$1.05. 

Heading an impressive array of operatic records 
scheduled for release last month is Zinka Milanov's re- 
cording debut in the role of Norma, the druid priestess. 
She is joined by Margaret Harshaw, a young contralto 
of the Metropolitan Opera, in the scene in the third act 
in which Norma attempts to kill her two children. Unable 
to do this, she calls Adalgisa, another priestess, who 
promises to remain with Norma until her dying hour as 
a companion. 

Тһе recording and performance are adequate. Al- 
though many will undoubtedly retain their old Ponselle- 
Telva version of this scene, the newer performance is 
much more dramatically recorded, and Milanov's voice 
is effective for recording purposes. The orchestra is under 
the direction of Dr. Frieder Weissmann, who is known 
to collectors for the long list of recordings he made in 
Europe.

‘Written at the full maturity of the composer's powers 
in Venice and at Tintagel during 1910-11, the Second 
Symphony was originally intended to have been dedi- 
cated to Edward VII, but the monarch's death inter- 
vened, and it was eventually dedicated to his memory. 


This is the first recording since the composer's own 
some years ago. (A few copies of this earlier version with 
the London Symphony Orchestra are in stock, in auto- 
matic sequence only, Nos. G-D7558/65; price $15.75.) 
The unusually large orchestra has been recorded with 
amazing fidelity, and Sir Adrian Boult, known as one 
of the foremost interpreters of Elgar's works, leads the 
BBC Symphony Orchestra in a completely praiseworthy 
performance. At the present time, copies are in stock in 
manual sequence only.

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Many have made their first acquaintance with 
Mozart through this deceptively simple sonata. Others 
will undoubtedly recognize it as the source of Raymond 
Scott's In an Eighteenth Century Drawing Room. 

Written on June 26, 1788, it was used by Mozart 
as a teaching piece. However, its apparent simplicity 
eludes most performers. Miss Joyce's disclosure of the 
sonata is poetic without mannerisms. 

‘The last side contains а rare work which shows one 
aspect of Mozart's many sided genius drawn from an 
unfinished Klaviersuite “in the Handelian style,” the 
Allemande and Courante reveal a complete assimilation 
of another composer's style.

One of the most powerful of recent choral works, 
Serget Prokofiev's Cantata, Alexander Nevsky, is here 
recorded for the first time. It is an expansion, completed 
in February 1939, of the score for the Russian film, 
Alexander Nevsky, directed by Sergei Eisenstein, pos- 
sibly the greatest film director of the Soviet Union; this 
score was composed by Prokofiev in 1938. The film por- 
trayed the Russian defense of Novgorod against the in- 
vading Knights of the Teutonic Order in 1242, and the 
latter's defeat in the battle on the ice of Lake Peipus. 

. The work is composed of seven musical pictures, 
the titles of which are: Russia under the Mongolian 
Yoke; Song of Alexander Nevsky; The Crusaders in 
Pskov; Arise, Ye People of Russia; The Battle on the 
Ica; The Field of the Dead; Alexander Nevsky enters 
Pskov. 

Eugene Ormandy directs a stirring performance of 
this monumental music, welding the Philadelphia Or- 
chestra and the Westminster Choir into a musical unit. 
Jennie Tourel sings the solo, The Field of the Dead, 
with great beauty of tone, The recorded sound in the 
Battle Scene is especially thrilling in its impact.

DECEMBER 


Schumann ‘wrote the first movement of the Piano 
‘Concerto in A minor in 1841 and for four years the 
composition existed as an independent work called Allegro 
affectuoso for Piano and Orchestra. During the summer 
of 1845, the Intermezzo and Finale were composed and 
added to the Allegro, the whole making up the Concerto 
as we now know it. It seems strange, considering its 
success today, that it was not more enthusiastically re- 
ceived at the time of its composition. 

Claudio Arrau, the Chilean’ pianist, is enabled by 
his complete mastery of technic to concentrate on the 
more brilliant aspects of the score, so that his virtuoso 
performance is one of the best on records. Karl Krueger 
leads the Detroit Symphony Orchestra in a spirited in- 
terpretation which is efficiently recorded. 


SCHUMANN: Carnaval Suite, Op. 9. Claudio 
Arrau (piano). Three 12" imported records (6 sides), 
Nos. P-R20448/50; price $6.30. (Available also in 
automatic sequence.) 

Chopin was heard to say about Carnaval that he 
admired the charm of the engraving and the general 
design of the piece, but he could not regard it as music. 
Liszt, however, on hearing Clara play it, said, “That 
shows a mind back of it. It is one of the greatest works 
I know." Schumann himself called it also Little Scenes 
in Four Notes. The work is, for the most part, a set of 

"rations on the notes А, S (German equivalent of 

flat), C, and H (German equivalent of B natural), 
spelling Asch, the birthplace of Ernestine von Fricken, 
to whom Schumann was once engaged, and also con- 
tains the musical letters of his own name. 

Cortot, Rachmaninoff, and Myra Hess have all 
given splendid performances of this work, but Arrau's 
interpretation is on equal excellence and the recording 
is superior to all others. His poetic and brilliant per- 
formance is tonally satisfying, containing many little 
imaginative touches lacking in other versions. The piano 
tone is superior in this imported set to that in his domestic 
recordings.

Ezio Pinza sings with his accustomed vocal style two 
popular Italian songs by the nineteenth century com- 
poser Tosti, whose many songs have retained their 
place in the concert repertory.

VERDI (GIUSEPPE)

Jan Peerce has been successful at the Metropolitan. 
Opera House singing the leading tenor roles in these two 
operas, so his fans will be pleased to lenrn'that his re- 
cordings from them are very good, The recitative pre- 
ceding each aria is included, although this ii; not men- 
tioned on the record label, 

Mr, Peerce is ably supported by the orchestra EMI 
the recorded sound is good throughout. 


VERDI: П Trovatore- Miserere. Zinka Milanov & 
Jan Peerce (soprano & tenor in Italian), Victor 
Chorale & Victor Orchestra conducted by Frieder 
Weissmann. Ai nostri monti. Kerstin Thorborg & 
Jan Peerce (contralto & tenor in Italian) & Victor 
Orchestra conducted by Sylvan Levin. 12” record 
(2 sides), No. V-11-8782; price $1.05. 

Although the Miserere contains some of the best 
singing by Jan Peerce, it also has some of Mme. 
Milanov's least successful. However, the magnificent 
choral background and the realistic recording more than 
compensate for the soprano's shortcomings. On the other 
side Kerstin Thorborg give a stirring and imaginative 
performance of the role of Azucena, singing in’ the duet 
from the last act. Mr. Peerce does not force his voice, 
and the result is most pleasing. A fine balance has been 
maintained between the soloists and the orchestra, and 
the recorded sound is most effective. 


WAGNER (RICHARD) 


WAGNER: Die Walkiire—Act Ш. Complete re- 
cording.

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__ For the first time, there із now available а sub- 
stantially complete recording of a Wagnerian opera. 
Victor has previously recorded the first and second acts 
of Die Walküre (Sets VM-298} & VM-5827) and now 
Columbia presents the complete third act in a satisfac- 
tory performance with Helen Traubel as Briinnhilde, 
Herbert Janssen as Wotan, Irene Jessner as Sieglinde, 
Doris Doree, Maxine Stellman, Doris Doe, Irene Jessner, 
Martha Lipton, Jeanne Palmer, Hertha Glaz, and Anna 
Kaskas as the remaining Valkyries, and the Philharmonic- 
Symphony Orchestra of New York conducted by Artur 
Rodzinski. 


From the first notes of the Ride of the Valkyries 
to the closing strains of the Magic Fire Music, the emo- 
tional intensity of the music-drama is sustained at a 
high level. The performance is inspired and directed by 
the leadership of Arthur Rodzinski, who turns in what 
is easily his greatest performance on records to date. 
Helen Traubel’s Brünnhilde is one of her most effective 
roles in the opera house, and she loses nothing in this 
recording. Although Mr. Janssen has performed the role 
of Wotan many times, this version lacks the authority 
Which the character demands, Irene Jessner, singing the 
role of Sieglinde, immortalized by Lotte Lehmann's 
genius in the Victor recordings of the first two acts, does 
во with beauty of tone. and the authority that comes with 
complete assurance. 


. An effect of а three-dimensional stage with the per- 
formers in the proper space relationships to each other 
is achieved to an unusually high degree. For the most 
part a good balance is maintained between soloists and 
orchestra and between the singers themselves. There is 
drive and impetus to the entire performance.
